are three-quarters of a longer at the top than the inner‘two, atid‘this spare matefial is folded to half 
vits width and the double layer pleated in a triple box pleat! ém/ each side:of the middle breadtha, whieh 
five very closely gathered. The. train is rounded at the bottom to meet the side breadths; it is lined 
throughout with fountiation muslin, ahd rendered substantial at the bottom by a facing of crinoline-Jining, 
which extends upward haif its depth. ~ The corsdgé is pointed back and front; it has a full fichu plastron 
of peari-beaded net, tapering to a point, with scarf draperies of satin at the sides, The sleeves are three- 
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quai ters long and have a narrow rolled cuff. The tulle veil is three yards wide and three yards and three. 
quarters long, and is hemmed all around; it is fastened on the crown with sprays of orange and myrtle, 
A small cluster of orange buds is worn at the throat on one side. 

, The toilette illustrated in Fig. 2 is of white repped silk ‘and brocade,” The front of the skirt has a dra. 
pery of rich brocade, which reaches to the foot. On each side of the brocade front is & side-pleated panel 
of repped silk. The foundation silk front and side breadths on which these are mounted are sixty eight 
inches wide at the bottom.” The train is eighty-four inches long and a little over two yards and a half 
wide, containing four breddtlis of sitk; the corners at the sides are rounded. The pointed corsage of silk 
is high in the throat afd with half-long sleeves. Tt haa a slender plastron of pearl-beaded net, completed 
(at the sides by rolled revérs 6f thé Brogadé, “The, collar and ouff's are of beaded net, The skixt is stadded 
with rosette bows of gros graiti tbbOtn, ”, The scarf veil is of embroidered tulle, a yard wide and.four yards 
Jong. It is fastened onthe hafr with’ Sptays of orange blossoma, and a small corsage bouquet of bled 
somas is on the front of the dress.

The dress illustrated is of plain blue wool combined ‘with eross-barred white and blue wool. The 


pleated skirt has ene broad box pleat at the middle of the front, and is kilt-pleated the rest.of the way 
around. The wool skirt is three yards and a half wide before pleating. A space of forty-two inches 





at the idle of the front is plain blae; next comes a cross-barred breadth thirty inches wide on each 
side, tl »¢ back, which is plain blue again; the blue front and back are bordered at the bottom with 
a bar sand five inches deep. The foundation skirt on which the pleating is mounted is two yards and 
three-cighths wide. The draped over-skirt, which is of the plain blue, haga short scarf front and a lon

Provide Figs. 85, 36, 86-41, and 48-45 with lining, and 
the collars and cuffs with a stiff foundation interlining. . Baste the fronts on the ing, and take up the 
darts in both together; join the fronts, side forms, and back as the corresponding figures indicate,;-join 
the front of the standing collar, Fig. 86, to the plastron from 3 to 5, and set the plastron on the lining of 
the right front from 3 to 4. Face the postilion of the back with plaid goods on the wrong side, and 
pleat it as indicated on the pattern and shown in the illustration. Set on the back of the standing collar 
from 12 to 18, and the turned-down collar from 12 to 19; the front edges of the latter are folded under 
the second fold of the fronts, and it rolls — the dotted line on the pattern. Join the upper and under 
parts of the sleeves as the figures indicate, fulling the upper part at the elbow from @ to @; trim them 
with the plaid cuffs, which are rolled along the dotted line, and sew them into the armholes with 23 meet- 
ing 28 of the front. Sew the fronts to the lining under the folds, and provide the lining with buttons 
and button-holes at the front-edges; arrange the plastron to hook over to the left side under the folds. 
A ribbon belt is attached to the basque at the side seams, and terminates in a long bow on the front, 
and small ribbon bows are set on the sleeves.
